BINA COMPETITION: POR THE NINETEENTH PARIS PRIZE OF THE SOCIETY OF 
BEAUX-ARTS ARCHITECTS 
“A NATATORIUM IN A PARK” 


In one of our inland cities, far removed from the ocean or the Great Lakes, lives a man who has ac- 
cumulated a vast fortune in that town. Believing that the well-being of a community depends as much upon 
proper recreation as upon hospitals, clinics, and institutions of learning, and having no children, he proposes to 
turn over to the town a park with a magnificent natator:um, because the citizens have no river or beaches to 
enjoy. He plans to do this on a munificent scale. 


The city lies in a valley in the foothills of a mountain range. Springs and streams abound in these hills 
so there is no dearth of water. “The climate is hot for a good part of the year and the vegetation luxuriant. 
This establishment, with its groves, open-air theatre band stand, tennis courts and other amusement features, 
will be a place of recreation for the entire year. The site determined upon is a piece of land 1,500 x 2,000 feet, 
which has a fall from north to south of 100 feet. Having accumulated his fortune in the manufacture of motor 
cars, his one stipulation is that no automobile shall enter this area. It may be assumed that there is ample park- 
ing space outside of this property. He wishes to accentuate the importance of three features: 


A. A great building to contain a large indoor swimming pool and its services. 
B. A mammoth outdoor pool for swimming in summer and skating in winter. 
C. A park and playground for the enjoyment of the citizens at all seasons. 


Since the ground falls as it does, retaining walls will have to be used in certain cases to obtain level spaces 
for buildings or pools, and since the flow of water is unlimited, these may be embellished with grottoes, foun- 
tains, arcades, cascades, etc. 


In detail, the requirements are as follows: 


A. A Monumental building for swimming and bathing in winter and summer, covering an area of not more 
than 120,000 square feet. “This building will contain certain features which both sexes will use in common 
and others which will be for the special use of men and women. 


1. Those which will be used by both sexes: 
(a) Entrance foyer, administration, coat rooms, ticket office, renting place for bathing suits, towels, etc. 


(b) A huge covered swimming pool of approximately 20,000 square feet area, of any shape the com- 
petitor may choose. “The area mentioned applies to the pool alone. Around it must be ample space 
and the room which contains it should be lofty and well lighted so that those who use the pool 
feel as much out of doors as possible. In the height of the great covering of masonry or steel which 
roofs: the pool, galleries (with ample stairs of access) will be provided for the public to witness 
aquatic contests. 


(c) Lounge and reading room. 
(d) A restaurant or tea room with service pantries, etc. 


2. Those which will be used separately by men and women: 

(a) Dressing rooms and shower rooms, conveniently arranged to serve those who use the swimming pool 
and those who wish to take Turkish or electric baths. “These dressing and shower rooms must be 
so planned, that a bather cannot reach the pool without passing through the shower room. ‘There 
should be accommodation for at least two hundred and fifty (250) bathers of each sex, but it may 
be arranged on more than one floor, if desired. 


(b) Turkish baths for each sex. 
(c) Electric baths for each sex. 


This building shall be dignified in character and of real beauty, for the donor believes in the educational 
and uplifting value of great architecture. While he does not stipulate that classical precedent be followed, yet 
the splendid and impressive character of those monuments has inspired him, and he feels that their superb qual- 
ity befits a building destined for the use of a great public.

B. The outdoor pool should cover an area of 150,000 square feet. It may be of any shape desired but must 
have ample space around it. Conveniently placed, shall be separate dressing rooms, showers, toilet facilities, 
booths for renting bathing suits and towels, etc., to serve at least as many men and women as the indoor 
pool. Here, too, the dressing cabins must be so arranged that a bather cannot reach the pool without pass- 
ing through a shower room. ‘The pool Shall have sloping sides like a beach, but in the center can be placed 
islands, diving rafts, chute-the-chutes, etc. 


C. The park and amusement features should contain an open-air theatre to hold at least 1,500 people, a band 
staad with shaded space around it, to seat the same number in the open air, tennis courts, bowling greens, 
croquet lawns, an open-air restaurant and tea room, soda fountains, etc. As before stated, this park may 
be embellished with retaining walls, arcades, grottoes, staircases, waterfalls and fountains.

A RESUME OF THE ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION OF THE LOGISTES IN THE 19th PARIS 
PRIZE COMPETITION 


MR. CARL E. LANDEFELD 


Mr. Landefeld received his architectural training at the Carneg’e Institute of Technology under the tutorship of Professors 
Camile Grapin and Henry Hornbostel. In the fall of 1925 Mr. Lafidefeld entered an office in New York City. He prepared 
the projet for this competition under the direction of Otto Faelton, Professor of Architectural Design at Yale University. Mr. 
Landefe:d was a logiste in the 1925 Paris Prize Competition. : 


MR. DONALD S. NELSON 


Mr. Nelson studied architectural drawing at the night school of the Art Institute of Chicago; attended Atelier Parsons of the 
Architectural Club of Chicago; and won a scholarship to the Massachusetts Institute of Technology for the year 1924-1925. 
During the summer of 1925 Mr. Nelson attended the Fontainebleau School of Fine Arts, France, on a scholarship won at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. He received a diploma from the Fontainebleau School and also won the Jean Paul 
Alaux prize. Another scholarship was awarded to him to attend the Massachusetts Institute of Technology for the year 1925-1926. 


MR. ISADORE W. SILVERMAN 


Mr. Silyerman received his architectural training at the University of Minnesota under Professor Leon Arnal. After complet- 
ing the course he was a member of the architectural faculty of the Montana State College for one year, leaving his instructor- 
ship to continue his studies at the Harvard University under Professor Jean Jacques Haffner. At the University of Minnesota in 
1924, Mr. Silverman was awarded the Annual Gold Medal of the American Institute of Architects, given each recognized archi- 
tectural school. He was one of the recipients this year of the first prize of the Boston Society of Architects, which was divided. 


MR. EDWARD OBERT HOLIEN 


Mr. Holien began his architectural. education at the University of Minnesota, having Professor Leon Arnal as his patron from 
1919 to 1923. While at the University Mr. Holien was awarded the Moorman Domestic Traveling Fellowship. After teaching 
architectural design and history at the North Dakota State College, he resumed his studies in 1925 under Professor Jacques 
Carlu at the Graduate School of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Mr. Holien was awarded a prize for the greatest 
number of points in Fifth Year Design, the Fifth Year Chamberlin and F. W. Candler prizes. 


MR. NOEL L. FLINT 


Mr. Flint began his architectural studies at the St. Louis Architectural Club, continuing for three years at the Armour In- 
stitute of Technology, and in 1925 entering the Graduate School of the Massachusetts Institute of ‘Technology to study under 
Professor Jacques Carlu. Mr. Flint won several Armour Institute prizes, the second Warren prize, and the Henry Adams Prize of 
the A. I. A.. and many medals in B. A. I. D. competitions; he was placed second with a first medal in the 1925 Paris Prize 
Competitien .

“A FIGURE SYMBOLIC OF MUSIC” 


An open loggia in front of a Concert Hall, has in the central opening, which is 12 feet wide by 24 feet 
high, a balustrade and pedestal in the center. On this pedestal is to be placed a figure with attributes as com- 
petitor desires. The width of the pedestal is fixed, but the depth may be as competitor desires, except it cannot 
exceed in depth and width. The adjacent arches of the loggia have three steps going up to the loggia, all of 
which is indicated on the diagram which forms part of this program. 


The problem, therefore, is to design a figure symbolic of music. The jury in making its award will take 
into consideration the relation of the figure and its attributes to the architectural setting as well as the design 
of the figure and its execution.
